The gieatest loss, however, ia no' 


from flood damage but the loss of th< 
enetgy geneiatt-d by the rivers i:

sea—power which IE harnessed wouli" 
far exceed in value the property losses 
occurring annually through flood dam 
age, and which would ia the course 
of a few years pay for the cost ol 
harnessing these rivers. 


To prevent the enormous flood dam 


age requires the construction of res 
ervoirs which would retain the water: 
in flood time and which could be «.»ei 
In giving a more steady flow to thi 
streams and a more stable water BUI 
ply foi tne generation of water powei 
At the same time, with the constrxu 
tlon oi' these rese-volrs, the Installa 
tion of the necessary power-general 
ing machinery becomes a compara 
lively easy matter. 


While this would have great eco 


nomic value with special reference t< 
public utilities and industrial activity 
It is of geneial interest because o1 
the mttr-dependence which exists be 
tween thp vaiious phases of acivitj 
within t!'e state—agricultural, minim 
and manufacturing
